POLITICS IN ALASKA. 


A Lively Incident and ea Tragedy at the 
First Convention. 


Politics, heretofore an unknown quan- 
tity in Alaska, hae broken eut with sud- 
deness and vigor. and with tragic resuits. 
incident to the eelection of delegates to 
the Republican national convention. At 
the territorial convention which met re- 
cently, there were two tickets in the 
field. The tight had been very bitter, 
and when the faction led by C.S. Biakett 
realized they were in the minority, they 
bolted the orgazization by attempting to 
forcible ej2ct the chairman and to place 
ex-Judge John S. Bugbee in his stead. 
A motion was put to throw the regular 
chairman. John W. Reid, out without 
warning. and attempts was made to carrr 
this intoeffect. Mr. Reid’s friends sur- 
roured him, twenty or thirty hands 
reached for weapons, and a genera’ fight 


appeared imminent. The bolters failing 


to dislodge the regular chairman, placed 


Judge Bngbee at ancther desk and were 
proceeding to hold a convention of their 


own, more in conformity with their 
views. During the turmoil, Judge Bug: 
bee. who is a man of feeble health, and 
whointhe excitement had been eub- 
jected to very rough usage, was prostrat- 
ed by a stroke of apopiexy. The regular 
organization proceeded with the business 
aud elected the following delegates to St. 
Louis: Thos, §. Newell, a well known 
ming man of Juneay; C.s. Johnson, 

lso of Juneau, and United States attorney 
for Alaska underthe Harrison adminis- 
tration; T. R. Needham,ard W. A. Kelly, 
of Wrangel, superintendent of public 
schoo!s for Alaska.

The first of these cars got over 
Puint Ellice bridge safely, but when 
the ether was about half way across an 
ominous sound was heard that told of 
something giving way and soup the 
middle span of the bridge about 150 
feet in length, swerved toward the 
e, the car sliding in the same dir 
ection. The tide was high at the time 
and the car was completely submerged 
when it struck bottom. The people 
who were packed on the platforms 
were in the most unfortunate position. 
The majority of them, who escaped in- 


saving themeelves, as there was suffic- 
ient debris floating aboat on which 
they could make their way to shore. 
Soon boats and carriages came from 
every direction loaded with men who 
at once began the work of reseu- 
ing those who were struggling 
in the water and the unfortunates who 
were submerged in thecar. The fire 
department also turned out and as- 
sisted materially in the work of res- 
cue. Capt Grant’s house and grounds 
were thrown open to receive the ap- 
parently drowned. As soon as the 
bodies were taken from the water vol- 
unteers, acting under the direction of 
the majority of the medical men of 
the city, who quickly arrived on the, 
acene, began the work of resucitating. 
In many cases their efforts were 
crowned with success. Those who 
showed signs of life were given warm 
clothing at Capt. Grant's, or else were 
taken to their homes or boarding 
houses. While many Victorians were 
on the fatal car, the majority were 
visitors, and the work of identification | 
is consequently difficult.
